1. In early October there were 70 planes on Nanking airfields. Some were American 
planes' seized from the Nationalist and flown by Chinese pilots; others vrerv 
Soviet, most of which were jets. The Soviet planes were flown by Soviet pilots, 
with the exception of some which were flown by Chinese student pilots.
